There is nothing more necessary than 
proper shelter. All ewes require protec- 
tion from the col biasts and rains, espe- 
cially when early lambs are bred. Abun- 
dance. of housing accommodation should 
be availabie on every breeding farm, as 
eerious.josa of young lambs frequently 
occurs ‘from exposure, Then it is ex- 
tremely :important that the shepherd 
should :give the lambing fold his most 
anxious attention. A timely band may 
be the means of saving life, as the ewer 
are not always able for the task them- 
eelves, Besides, the ewes’ uddera must 
be attended to, Scarcity of milk cannat 
be too soon remedied. This can readily 
be done by: enriching the ewes’ diet, but 
meanwhile ithe lamb must be looked 
after, lest,it.should be inadequately fed. 


When to Prane. 

It has o emart, snappy sound to say 
**prune when your knifo is sharp,” and 
for such pruning as may bo ly done 
with a knife, it is well enongh. But for 
the larger limbs that must often be am- 
putated, pruning when your saw is 
sharp will not answer always and every- 
where. Where all trees are so hardy 
tint a cut, however large, over black- 
ens or ‘‘bleeds,” ope may prune at any 
time with safety, whilo trees aro not in 
leaf. But in the northern tier of states 
there ore many trees planted that aie 
micro or less injured in their wood by 
hard winters. Such trees aro best p: uned 
after the severe weather is over, but 
then as early as possible, so that the 
wound will get pretty dry before the sap 
starts. This will not always prevent 
‘‘pleeding” when a tree has been much 
hurt by low temperature, but it iv the 
best that can be done for them,--Gardes 
and Forest.
